versity for the annual meeting of 
the Southeastern 
Ohio Teachers 


Association. 
His address, 
titled 


"Ethics for Ohio Teachers," was 
opened by the 
declaration 
that 


"teachers' ethics 
in 
Ohio don't 


function because 
Ohio 
teachers 


never read the code." 


No one has a right to say that 


what he does outside of school is 
nobody's business," 
Dr. Skinner 


asserted.

teachers

smoke and drink. Dr. Skinner said 
every community has a right to 
have its wishes heeded by 
its 


teachers. 


"I say to you teachers here that 


it is poor sportsmanship to accept 
money from a community and in 
return do those things of' which 
the community 
disapproves," he 


said. 


"If a teacher wants to smoke 


and drink she ought to go into 
communities where such practices 
are approved, or change her job 


"I am afraid most of us would,' 


have little sympathy for a teacher 
who fails to live up to the ideals 
of the community which pays the 
bill, and therefore loses her .iob." j

ACK in 1921 when the federal 


government, as it is now, was 


pinched 
for 
revenue, Senator 


Smoot sponsored and vigorously 
fought for the passage of one per 
cent tax-on all' rnant'actures' and 
producers' sales, exempting an- 
nual sales under $6,000 and sales 
of refined silver and gold. Sena- 
tor Edge, of New Jersey, was one 
of its strong supporters. President 
Harding took the position that 
congress must 
choose between 


such a tax or no veterans' bonus. 
It was defeated through the com- 
bined opposition of organized lab- 
or, treasury opposition, the farm 
bloc and manufacturing interest. 
A year later the measure was re- 
vived with no better results. 


In spite of these two defeats 


Senator Reed, who has been ad- 
vocating a general sales tax, is 
predicting the adoption of a modi- 
fled sales tax by the next congress. 
He makes thig prediction in the 
face of the opposition of SecAtbr 
Watson, Republican leader, to tax 
revision of any sort. Nor does 
the opposition enu there. All forces 
that combined against it 10 years 
ago will resist the forthecoming 
attempt, and they are forces that 
must be reackoned with. 


Why all this fear of the sales 


.tax? Of course the ultimate con- 
sumer win pay it,.tout doesn't he 
pay all the taxes" now? Nor is the 
sales tax new. Sales taxes; un- 
der other names and guises, have 
long been a source, of great re- 
venue. In 1920, sales taxes pro- 
duced more revenue than was real- 
ized from'the income tax on cor- 
porations in 1916. The gasoline 
tax is & sales tax and it is not a 
trivialJevy of one per cent by any 
means.^

It is estimated that France now 


owns thirty per cent of the world's 
supply of the precious metal, its 
stock ebing: second only to the 
gold owned by the United States, 
and in this age when gold is re- 
garded as the life-blood of nations, 
France protects it as sucn. 


Legends related in Paris about 


the stronghold wherein reposes the 
country's gold 
reserve are fan- 


tastic, but actually the truth is 
still more so; for the vaults are 
even more impregnable than the 
famous Verdum forts 
that with- 


stood the continuous assaults of 
Germany's mightiest artillery and 
man-power of over four years. 


The greatest secrecy surrounds 


the system of defense which pro- 
tects the gigantic treasury, but in 
certain cases visitors are permitted 
to inspect the vaults under guard. 
One can see the yellow ingots of 
bullion neatly stacked on t steel 
shelves. They lie in piles of five, 
each ingot weighing twelve kilos 
(26.5 pounds) and estimated 
at 


-00.000 francs per ingot.
